Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 4 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art-- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "a predetermined certain position" is unclear because it is 
unclear to which position is to be predetermined as applicants are claiming. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by any one of 
Schibbye (Patent Number 3,307, 777) or Kodra (Patent Number 3,535,057). 

Regarding claim 1, Schibbye (as shown in Fig. 1) or Kodra (as shown in Fig.l) discloses 
a screw compressor comprising: screw rotors (28, 30 in Schibbye, 26, 36 in Kodra); a 
suction/discharge side rotor shafts (36 in Schibbye, 28, 38 in Kodra) of the screw rotors; a 
suction/discharge side bearing casing (22, 24 in Schibbye, 22, 18 in Kodra); a suction side 
angular ball bearing (32 in Schibbye, 30, 40 in Kodra); a discharge side angular ball bearing (34 
in Schibbye, 29, 39 in Kodra) rotatably supporting the discharge rotor shafts and being held 
within the discharge side bearing casing (24 in Schibbye, 18 in Kodra). 

Regarding claim 3, Kodra discloses a lubricating is applied to an inner periphery surface 
of the suction side bearing casing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

The IDS (PTO-1449) filed on October 20, 2003 has been considered. An initialized copy 
is attached hereto. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of two patents. 
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Mori et al. (Patent Number 4,557,679) disclose a rotary fluid machine with thrust bearing 
mounting unit. 

Kuroshima et al. (Publication Number JP 05-010283) disclose a closed type screw 
compressor.
